The allowability of claims 15-20, 40 and 42-43 has been reconsidered pursuant to the 
Board decision. The background of the invention on pages 1-4 of the specification does not 
expressly state that the typical ignition system described enables the engine firing sequence 
thereby enabling the engine to start regardless of rotational direction. The specification only 
mentions that typical enablement of the engine firing sequence is delayed until a third indexing 
marker is detected to determine rotational direction.
